The Buckingham Athletic club con- 


ducted itw third fistic exhibition of tbc 
season in Peirce h»ll on Tuesday even- 
ing. The five hundred lovers of the 
art who attended got their money's 
worth. 
This was a foregone couclu 


sion, for the affair was managed by 
George Tuohey, sporting editor of the 
Boston Post, whose came was never 
connected with an enterprise of the 
"slump" order. 


Mr. Taohey had collected a olever lot 


of sparrero, and lurtliermare arranged 
a little entertainment ou the half shell. 
"Steamboat Joe," introduced by Bert 
Howe, gave some first-clatm imitations 
of railroad trains, steamers aud ctiime 
bells, and with nothing but an empty 
dipper and his supple voual organism 
to work with, he drew some foiimiug 
soda and drank it in a most realistic 
manner. 


Billy Troy, the boy tenor, sang twice 


to the satisfaction of those in the hall 
and cleverly impersonated an Irish- 
man's first attempt to uso the tele- 
phone. 
Mr. Tuohey himself filled in 


the cracks with a number of bright 
new stories which he had stolen from 
mysterious sources since his former up 
pearance here.

Hurley were present in an oflieiul capac- 
ity, but saw no fault with the legiti- 
mate entertainment given. 


The opening bout was by the Madi- 


son midgets, and it put the crowd in 
excellent humor.

The

down as a comer. He hud his brother 
guessing from start to finish.

the older boy plaj ing groggy to perfec- 
tion, and finally being carried to his 
corner. 


The midgets were followed by John 


Bell and Joe Horn, colored, at 140 
pounds, in a foar-round bout. 
They 


pat plenty of ginger into their spar 
ring, and every round was interesting. 
Horn demonstrated his superiority. The 
close of the bout was a hot one, with 
Bell badly off for wind. 


The barrel bout between Moore and 


Sipith of this city proved very funny, 
and kept the crowd in a roar of laugh- 
ter. 
Mr. Tuohey had all he could do 


to pick the barrels up and right the 
boxers. Honors were about even, al- 
though some claimed that there was 
more of the ring chalk on Smith's 
clothes than 
on 
Moore's. 
Tuohey 


thought he led either of them in this 
respect. 


Andy Watson, the colored lightweight 


of Philadelphia, who fought Kearns to 
a draw in twelve ronnds at Lynn ou 
Monday night, went op against Jimmy 
Dnnn of Fall River in an exhibition 
bont of three two-minute rounds. The 
on-lookers were treated to some clever 
and clean work, aud agreed that either 
of the two would make it interesting 
for the big ran of boxers in their class 
Dunn, tho sparring partner of George 
Lavigne, ia a solidly built lad and very 
shifty. He had a bit the belter of it in 
the four rounds, bat Watson by no

Harnden of this city aud

sen, formerly of Harvard college. The 
local man won the honors, Smith re- 
soriing largely to hags and shove blows. 
The Haverhill man was negotiating for 
air when the bont ended. 


Naturally the principal drawing card 


of the evening was Tim Kearns, who 
has intrenched himself firmly among 
the local sports as au exponent of fast, 
hard boxing at the lightweight limit. 
His opponent Tuesday evening was 
young Peter Jackson, a man of color, 
who has no little reputation as a light- 
weight sparrer himself. Jackson showed 
most commendable pluck and staying 
ability, although honors were easy for 
Kearns from the start. 


Kearus was loudly applauded when 


he entered the ring, and the colored 
uiun was also well received. The bout 
w as to have consisted of eight rounds, 
but at the end of the fourth it was so ap 
pamut that Kearns was the better mao 
that the referee, Prof. Olsen, gave a 
decision in favor of him, and the even- 
ing's entertainment was concluded. 


The first round was devoted mostly 


to fiddling by both men. In the sec- 
ond, Ktarns let nut his reach and thence- 
forth lauded on Jackson hard and of- 
ten. 
It was a sharp, honest bout, ami 


it evoked frequent applause. 


Tuesday night's audience included a 


large number of the prominent busi 
ness and professional men of the city, 
who came away satisfied that they had 
seen nothing which could in any wise 
detract from the merits of boxing when 
properly conducted.

Kressue. In granting the armistiae, 


it is known that the Spanish military 
authority did so as a tender to the in- 
surgents for a m u t u a l cessation of hos- 
tilities, but it is not viewed as being a 
mutual understanding, so that if the In- 


rR.-nts do not accept the tender it is 


understood that it will not continue to 
operate as a means of keeping the Span- 
ish troops passive while under tire. 


HARMONY IN TH E HOUSE. 


"Washington. April 13.—By a practical- 


ly unanimous vote the Cuban conference 
uf Republican representatives decided 
last night to work in harmony with the 
house foreign affairs 
committee on 


representations of the latter's it-solu- 
tion to be incorporated in a report to the 
house. This is the most significant step 
yet taken by the body of about three 
si ore. aggressive 
Republicans whose 


course has been towards radical action. 
They were in session for an hour after 
the adjournment of the house, and, af- 
ter vigorous .speeches and the considera- 
tion of a i-»p<Tt on how the foreign af 
fairs i oinmmee stood, they dec idc-d that 
they woul<! be satisfied with the report 
which embodies a preamble reciting the 
conditions in Cuba, consisting largely o; 
quotations 
fr<>rn the president's mes- 


sage, which constitutes a scathing ar 
raignment of Spanish misruif and thi 
barbarities of tht- war. a vigorous refer 
t-nce to thr blouuiK up of the Maine 
r.nd a resolution authorizing, empower 
inp and directing the piesident to inter 
veue at once for the purpose of restoring 
peace and order, and the c stablishmeni 
of a lirm, stiiblu ;tn<] independent gov- 
ernment in Cuba wiih the free consent 
of the people of th>- island, and i inpiiw- 
ering the president to employ the arm\ 
and nav> forces of the United State; 
for this purpose.

Follow ing ihe intioduction of the reso- 


lutions speeches were delivered by Mr. 
Pettus. Mr Mason and 
Mr. Iiutl«r. 


Judge Pettus presented an argument 
that the congress could not delegate to 
the president the power to uiukt war 
either In a general or in a special »«nse, 
and d«clai ed that the making of any war 
» Hhotit an expressed declaration by con- 
gress would be a disgrace to th« nation. 


Mr. Mason's speech was largely a legal 


argument In favor of th« recognition of 
the independence of the Cuban republic 
and 
was delivered w ith fire and ve- 


hemence. 
"Are we to be governed by 


precedent?" 
he asked. 
"Here is the 


struggling IslAiid of Cuba, and it does 
not seem possible that any one now can 
doubt, aftar ths testimony of our col- 
league, the senator from Vermont, as 
to tlie high character of the native Cu- 
bans in revolt against Spain. 
Mr. Pres- 


ident, it seems almost like insulting the 
intelligence of my colleague to call at- 
tention to that civil goveinment, when 
it is known thiough that go\ eminent 
they have collected hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars and maintained a stand- 
ing army That has kept at bay nearly 
£00.000 armed and equipped Spanish »ol- 
diers, and hag given evidence of as 
grreat l u a v e t y and endurance as any 
army in all the recorded past. 


"Are we to forget our cltizrns who 


went down in the harbor of Havana in 
our greed for gold and territory? 
Are 


\\~f> to leave tbe door open to compel ad- 
difonal terms from the Insurgents who 
facriflced their wives, their children and 
their 
homes0 
Do we

open for that? 
Do we wish to relieve

lie forgiven if I express the hope that the 
heart of tliB executive may be touched 
in their behalf. 
May we not hope that 


their lawt, lingering look of life be not 
with »usplc.ion and hatred upon your 
flag and mine: that It may not rest upon 
the hated color of the yellow Mag of 
Spain, but that in their rapt and parting 
moments they may 1>« soothed and sus- 
tained by the sight of their (lag, the 
tlnpr with a single star, the flag of the 
republic of Cuba." 


Mr. Sutler spoke for the "opposition," 


on the tloor of the senate, maintaining 
that It had thus far upheld the hands 
of the administration 
In the 
present 


crisis and would continue to do so for 
a definite and vigorous policy

firstted that the president had not pre- 
sented such a policy to congress, and 
held1 that intervention without the rec- 
ognition of independence would simply 
mean the crushing of trie Cuban in- 
surgents.

GREETED L.IKE A HERO. 


Washln«ton> April 13.—When General 


Lee stepped from the train yesterday- 
afternoon he WM greeted with a tre- 
mendous outburst of applause. Women 
waved their handkerchief* and men 
their hats, and altogether th* demon- 
etratlon was a notable one. Washington 
crowds as a rule ars not demonstratives. 
but this occasion was a conspicuous ex- 
ception. One or the ladles presented 
him a bouquet of roses tied together 
by ribbon of the national colors and 
bearing a tiny Confederate battle flag-. 
Immediately the crowd began to cheer, 
and round after 
round ot 
applause 


jrreeted him as he walked slowly and un- 
covered down the long platform of the 
station. General Lee entered a state 
department carriage and was rapidly 
driven up the avenue to the state de- 
partment. 


As the elevator came to a stop and the 


consul general stepped out a scene oc- 
f urred unprecedented In the history of 
the ereat building. Hat In hand. Gen- 
eral Lee passed Into the corridor, and 
someone said: "Now. boys." and three 
rousing cheers went echoing down the 
long halls. Then there was another out- 
burst, and peoplo poured forth Irom 
every room. After a few minutes the 
consul general. Secretary Sherman and 
Assistant Secretary Day entered a car- 
riage and were quickly driven to the 
"White House, General Lee retting an- 
other ovation on his way over. 


The party was shown »t once to the 


library, where the chief executive ac- 
corded a hearty reception to the general. 
After being with th« president fully an 
hour Judge Day and General Lee took 
their departure, the latter «oins; to his 
hotel. As their carriage was being 
driven twity someone fastened a Cuban 
flag to the front of the vehicle, and this 
was the cause of additional enthusiasm. 


The night demonstration was almost 


as quick and unpremeditated as that 
which had greeted cleneral Lee at the 
depot 
and state department. 
The 


United States marine band had been se- 
cured, and the- Seventy-first regiment 
band came from New York. Ten thous- 
and persons greeted the consul when he 
appeared on the balcony.
